REPORT OF FIRE AND POLICE BUILDING COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of Millis: 


At the Anuual Town Meeting of March 11, 1957, $73,000 was 
voted forsthe purpose of erecting a Fire and Police Station on the 
Adams School lot. The Moderator appointed the Investigating 
Committee as the Fire and Police Building Committee. 


On March 18, 1957 the Committee signed a contract with Tekton 
Associates, Inc. of Natick accepting that company as Architect at 
8% of the contractor’s cost. 


Bids were advertised and were opened at offices of Tekton 
Associates on July 3, 1957. The three low bids including the 
alternate specifications desired by the Committee were as follows: 
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Paul Grenier, Millis $53,615.00 
Harkey Realty Trust, Millis $59,196.00 
J. J. Bonavire, Inc., Natick $60,223.00 


Excluded from the contract were land survey and test borings, 
water service, hot topping, grading, landscaping, Fire Alarm systems 
including wiring and an alarm box, signs, tree removal, flagpole 
erection and building furnishings. It was felt that some of these 
services could be better undertaken by existing Town facilities and 
that the remaining need not be part of the general contract nor did 
they necessarily require the supervision and expense of the 
Architect. 


The contract was awarded to Paul Grenier as the lowest respons- 


ible bidder. 


Progress to date has been very satisfactory and we believe that 
the building will be completed and accepted in approximately one 
month at which time we will be in a position to make a complete 
and final report. 


The Committee feels that the Town is erecting an excellent 
building and that we will have every reason to be proud of it. 


We wish to thank the Town Departments, officials and towns- 
people who have been very generous with their time and counsel in 
helping to make this project a success.

On Friday, July 19, 1957 the bids for a chain link fence were 
opened at the Town Office, and they were as follows:

The Board voted to follow Mr. E. W. Ward Engineer’s recom- 
mendation and awarded the contract to Jaydey Construction Com- 
pany, they being the lowest bidder using asbestos cement pipe. This 
work was started the middle of August and was completed in 
November 1957. 


Article 31 in last year’s warrant was voted the sum of $6,000 to 
be used to clean and make a drainage channel. The Sewer Board 
met with the Board of Selectmen and agreed that the town would 
save money by doing the project themselves. We used town 
equipment and town help. The only equipment hired was a shovel 
and dozer. The ditch is completed. We wish to thank the Highway 
Department for their cooperation during the project. 

The road going to the filter beds has been repaired so that it can 
be plowed in the winter. The Sewer Board has inserted an article 
in the Town Warrant for the rebuilding of two (2) sewer beds which 
must be taken into consideration with the increased amount of 
sewerage flow and the use of strong detergents. These two beds 
are not doing the job very good. 

The assessment for sewer extension is levied to the abutters at 
$2.25 per foot of frontage. Sewer rental to the users of sewer 
system is at a rate of 50% of the water bill. 

All property owners wishing to connect to the sewer must have a 
permit from the Sewer Commissioners, and contractor or person 
doing the job must be approved by the Sewer Commissioners. The 
job must be inspected, all material used must be approved by the 
Sewer Commissioners. The entrance into the sanitary sewer for 
purpose of water drainage other than sewerage is prohibited. All 
connections are subject to inspection by the Sewer Commissioners.

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REPORT OF 
THE SCHOOL INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 


The School Investigating Committee was appointed under Article 
83 of the 1956 Town Warrant and continued under Article 39 of 
the 1957 Town Warrant. Its purpose was to present recommenda- 
tions for a four-room addition to the Clyde F. Brown Elementary 
School or a new school building or act in any manner relating 
thereto. 


As a result of our 1956 studies, which covered the inventory of 
existing classroom space and the future trend of pupil enrollment, 
we concluded that the most logical solution to the entire school 
building problem would be the construction of a Junior-Senior High 
School. The apparent advantages of a Regional School District 
prompted this committee to enter an article in the Town Warrant 
of the Special Town Meeting of December 10, 1956, calling for the 
creation of a Regional School District Planning Committee. 


In 1957 we coordinated our work along with all other town com- 
mittees dealing with school problems. As a common basis for all 
committees a new pupil projection enrollment chart for 1958 
through 1967 was agreed upon. The figures from this chart have 
been used throughout our studies this past year 


Another set of estimated construction costs for a 4-room as well 
as a six-room addition to the Clyde F. Brown School was obtained 
from the firm of Alonzo J. Harriman Inc. The consensus of all com- 
mittees indicated that the six rooms would be preferable to a 4-room » 
addition. The estimated cost of an additional six rooms, including 
furnishings and all contingencies would be $166,500, Assume that 
$16,500 could be transferred from free cash and the balance of 
$150,000 be borrowed on a 15 year loan at 4%. The approximate 
increase in the tax rate for the first year would be $3.20. The esti- 
mated construction period for substantial completion of this addition 
was 240 calendar days. The total elapsed: time including preparation 
of drawings, etc., would be 365 calendar days. 
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Further studies were made to see if this six-room addition would 
alleviate our school housing needs. It was found that'this would 
provide adequate housing until September 1961. At that time it 
would be necessary to have an additional building. 


The school housing situation is a two-fold problem, namely, the 
Elementary and Junior-Senior High School educational facilities. 
Since a six-room addition is not adequate, the construction of a new 
Junior-Senior High School is the most logical and economical solu- 
tion for the next ten years. The space made available by the transfer 
of Junior-Senior High School students to a new building would 
eliminate the need of additional rooms to the Clyde F. Brown 
School. This can best be shown by reference to the attached 
graphical charts which are plotted from tabulations made from the 
basic enrollment projection used by all committees. 


Referring to the chart “Millis High School Building”, you will note 
the highest enrollment recorded for any year between 1936 to 1954 
was 594 pupils. The lowest songleen for this same period was 439 
pupils. The normal capacity is 375 pupils of elementary grades. 


Referring to the Chart “Clyde F. Brown Elementary School”; the 
normal capacity is 460 pupils. The projected enrollment would never 
exceed the preceding figure after a new Junior-Senior High School 
is built in 1960. 


A new 12-room elementary school was also studied from the stand- 
point of enrollment distribution. This is represented by the chart 
“Capacity of Existing Facilities and New Elementary School”. ( This 
assumes no new Junior-Senior High School will be built.) This 
chart uses the same enrollment references explained in the fore- 
mentioned charts. If a new 12-room elementary school is built in 
1960, the enrollment in the High School Building will be at normal 
capacity one year later. It will continue to rise rapidly thereafter, 


exceeding the highest enrollment ever reached in the present High 
School Building. 


Conclusions: 


Our studies definitely show that a new six-year Junior-Senior High 
School Building, either local or regional would solve our school 
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housing problem over a long range period. A new six-year Junior- 
Senior High School Building means one construction program while 
a Clyde F. Brown School] addition or a new elementary school 
would involve two construction programs. A new four-year high 
school building would also require two building programs. 


In conclusion, we would like to thank all those who contributed 
information for the preparation of this report. We also thank the 
Massachusetts School Building Assistance Commission and Dr. 
George C. Roy who coordinated the work of the various committees 
working on school problems.

taken care of or that they would not be interested in a regional 
schoo] district in the immediate future.

‘Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Millis for the period from July 15, 1955, 
the date of the previous audit, to April 17, 1957, and report thereon 
as follows: 
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The financial transactions as recorded on the books of the depart-. 
ments collecting or disbursing money for the town, were examined. 
checked, and verified. 


An analysis was made of the town accountants ledgers, the 
receipts being checked with the treasurers books and the payments 
being compared with the warrants authorizing them and with the 
treasurer's records of payments. The appropriations and loan author-. 
izations as listed from the town clerks records of town meetings. 
as well as the transfers from the reserve fund authorized by the 
finance committee, were checked with the town accountant’s ledger. 
A trial balance was drawn off, and after the necessary adjustments 
resulting from the audit were made, a balance sheet, which is 
appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial condi- 
tion of the town on April 17, 1957. 


The surety bonds furnished by the several town officials required 
by law to furnish such surety were examined and found to be in 
proper form. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked. The receipts as recorded were compared with the 
records of the several departments collecting money for the town 
and with other sources from which money was paid into the town 
treasury, while the payments were compared with the selectmen’s 
warrants authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds. The 
cash book footings were verified, and the cash balance on April 17, 
1957 was proved by actual count of the cash in the office, by recon- 
ciliation of the bank balances with statements furnished by the- 
banks of deposit, and by examination of the savings bank book. 


The reported payments on account of debt and interest were 


compared with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled 
securities on file. 


The savings bank books, representing the investment of the trust 
and investment funds in custody of the town treasurer were exam- 
ined and listed. The bequests were verified, the income was proved’ 
and the amounts transferred to the town were compared with the- 
treasurer's recorded receipts, 
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The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town 
were examined and checked in detail. The amounts transferred to 
the tax title account were compared with the tax collector’s books, 
the foreclosures were verified, and the recorded redemptions. were 
checked with the treasurer’s cash book. The tax titles and tax pos- 
sessions on hand April 17, 1957 were listed, reconciled with the town 
accountant’s ledger accounts and checked with the records at the 
Registry of Deeds. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal taxes 
aand the county retirement system were examined and checked. The 
deductions were added and the payments to the Director of Internal 
‘Revenue and the county treasurer were verified. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
whecked in detail. The taxes, excise, and sewer assessments outstand- 
ing at the time of the previous examination, as well as all subse- 
quent commitment lists, were audited and compared with the 
assessors’ warrants issued for their collection. The payments to the 
treasurer were verified, the recorded abatements were compared 
with the assessors’ records, the amounts transferred to the tax title 
account were proved, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
reconciled with the controlling accounts kept by the town 
accountant. 


Attention is again directed to Chapter 129, Acts of 1918, “An act 
authorizing the Town of Millis to construct a system of sewerage” 
and it is again recommended that the construction of sewers and 
the levying of the required assessments and charges conform with 
the provisions of this act. 


The books and accounts of the water department Were examined 
and checked. The commitments were proved, the payments to the 
treasurer were verified, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger controls. 


The outstanding tax, excise, sewer assessments, and water 
accounts were verified by mailing notices to a number of persons 
whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
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the replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as licted, 
are correct. 


The financial records of the town clerk pertaining to dog and 
sporting licenses issued were examined. The payments to the town 
treasurer were compared with the treasurer's recorded receipts and 
the payments to the Division of Fisheries and Game were compared 
with the receipts on file. 


The records of the selectmen, the sealer of weights and measures 
and the building inspector, as well as of the police, health, library, 
school, and all other departments in which money was collected 
for the town, or bills were committed for collection, were examined 
and checked, and the payments to the town treasurer were verified. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing reconciliations of the treasurer's and tax collector's 
cash, summaries of the tax, motor vehicle and trailer excise, tax 
titles, tax possessions, departmental, and water accounts, as well as 
schedules showing the condition and transactions of the trust and 
investment funds. 


While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was reccived 
from all town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and 
for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Millis: 


We present our report of the Millis Schools for the year 1957. 


As was stated last year, the major problem facing the Committee 
is the need for more classroom space. Although definite action was 
initiated by the School Investigating Committee and the Regional 
Committee, as of now there is no immediate relief in sight and 
as a result we are facing a more drastic housing problem as we plan 
a school program beginning in September 1958. To relieve the 
elementary room shortage, more space will have to be taken in the 
High School building which in itself will curtail the secondary 
school program. Definite action to provide more classroom space 
must be initiated during this year or our children will necessarily 
be placed on a double session plan. 


Our summer recreation program was continued this year. 
Although we were unable to secure swimming privileges in Natick, 
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_ because of the growing population there, we did obtain permission 
from the town of Norwood, primarily through the efforts of our 
Chairman, Mr. McDonough, for our children to enjoy swimming 
at Willet’s Pond. 


For the first time, school committee members participated in a 
Seminar for School Committeemen at Boston University. 


The Committee approved the establishment of a course in Mental 
Health which was given for our teachers by Dr. Norman Cohen of 
the Framingham Mental Health Association. 


The Committee acted favorably on an improved salary schedule 
for our teachers as a reward for their efforts. 


To our Superintendent, Dr. George C. Roy, our principals and 
assistant principals, our faculty members, custodians and cafeteria 
personnel our sincere thanks for their efforts on behalf of our chil- 
dren during the past year. We should also like to express our thanks 
to the police department, town officials, parents, various organiza-

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and the Citizens of Millis: 


Herewith I submit my ninth report as Superintendent of Schools. 
(tis the sixty-sixth in a series of school reports, and includes excerpts 


oeak reports of the principals, supervisors, special instructors and 
oaches, 
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Our Major Problem — School Housing: 


As stated in the school report a year ago, our major problem then 


“was, and still is, school housing. 


Since that time four local committees studying various aspects of 
the school problem have met as members of specific committees: 


namely, School Committee, Regional School District Planning Board, 


School Investigating Committee and Land Committee. 


These Committees have met on a number of occasions at meetings 
arranged by your Superintendent of Schools, who was elected Coordi- 
nator of all Committees studying school problems. 


For the reports of these Committees may I refer you to the appro- 
priate sections of this report. 


Millis is faced with a double barrelled school housing problem 
which involves not only the secondary but the elementary level as 
well. Confronted with ever increasing enrollments it is necessary to 
plan for a broader educational program which necessitates additional 
physical facilities. These accommodations would allow for a more 
adequate educational program. 


With the proper renovating and remodelling of the present high 
school for elementary purposes we would have solved part of our 
problem. 


Our state has made provisions for small communities to participate 
in regional schools and encourages this unit by offering greater 
reimbursments to regional school areas. 


Millis will have acted previously on the question of a regional 
school for Millis-Medway when this report is distributed. 


Without repeating in detail information in the brochure for the 
regional school, I would recommend the seven-twelve Regional School 
for Millis-Medway for the following reasons: 


1. It would provide classes which would allow grouping according 
to ability, performance and interests. 


2. It would provide sufficient pupil stations and adequate labora- 
tories in the field of science: physics, chemistry and biology. 


3. It would provide for expanded programs in the additional areas 
of Home Economics, Physical Education, athletic program, busi- 
ness program, guidance, library facilities, auditorium and cafe- 
teria. 
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4. Experts time and again claim that economically for com- — 
munities of our size it is wise to support the regional program.

Repairs and Equipment: 


Major repairs in the High School included replacing stair treads in 
front of building; installation of plywood on girls’ basement side from 
lower stairway to second floor; replacing of gutter on auditorium and 
repairing gutter rear of main building facing auditorium. 


Some of the major purchases of equipment during 1957 were as 
follows: 60 locks for girls’ lockers; tires and tubes; replacing velour 
curtains and valance and installation of new traverse track in high 
school auditorium; potato peeler for high school cafeteria. 


Repairs in the elementary were: erection of handrails for platform 
in elementary school; insertion of coil to maintain steady hot water; 
correct hot water problem in drinking fountain; correct garbage dis- 


posal problem; installation of stage lights; fire extinguishers; replacing 
broken windows. 


This past year we have had substantial difficulty with broken win- 
dows in the Clyde F. Brown School. Replacement of these windows is 
very costly. Offenders will be prosecuted. 


General: 


; Driver Education was sponsored by the School Department again 
this year. The General Court has ruled that individuals who have 


credit in this course receive a reduction in the insurance for cars 
they operate, 


Evening Practical Arts Courses in sewing were again conducted 


under the direction of Miss Alexia Bayramshian. The response has 
been excellent for these classes. 
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The School Committee sponsored a five week Recreational Pro- 
gram: two weeks of swimming and three weeks of playground activi- 
ties. Supervisors included Florence Gilboy, Cynthia Simpson, Lois 
Brodeur and Lawrence Kinsman. 


Professional: 


This year your School Committee has maintained an active mem- 
bership in the Massachusetts School Committee Association. The local 
Committee has been represented at all Area 2 meetings as well as the 
State Convention. 


The faculty maintains a one hundred per cent membership in the 
Massachusetts Teachers Association and is affiliated with the National 
Education Association. 


Over twenty of our teacher personnel have participated in pro- 
fessional courses this year. 


Your Superintendent has been active in the Tri-County Super- 
intendents’ Association, Massachusetts School Superintendents’ Associa- 
tion, New England School Superintendents’ Association and the Ameri- 
can Association of School Administrators. 


A Point of View: 


It is the general thinking of the teaching staff of the Millis Scnools 
that we analyze each child entering school to determine his needs, 
interests, and abilities and that we guide him in his selection of 
studies and activities, and provide him with the training and experi- 
ences that will make him a happy, well-adjusted, and useful citizen. 


Youth is best equipped for life in his community when he has 
learned, through constant practice, to work cooperatively and effi- 
ciently with others, and when he can set up goals to be achieved and 
attain them. There, much of his school work should be planned, pur- 
posed, and executed by him—though always under the careful super- 
vision of experienced personnel. This method of teaching stresses the 
importance of helping students to recognize problems, learn how and 
where to find information concerning them, establish the habits and 
attitudes which will make possible the solution of the problems. As a 
student participates in planning his work, mastery of fundamentals 
becomes a felt need of the individual. 


We recognize the fact also, that every teacher, whatever his 
particular subject field, assists in the development of these habits and 
attitudes and in the mastery of fundamentals. For example, every 
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teacher is a teacher of reading. Every teacher will encourage the 
student to speak and to write clearly and effectively. Every teacher 
will assist in the development of good conduct and high moral standards. 


Since we believe in the democratic way of life, we favor those 
methods which provide for the student’s daily training in the practices 
of democracy. Both classroom and extra-curricular activities offer 
constant challenge for the development of leavership, and practice in 
cooperative effort. It is also tremendously important that we take 
advantage of every opportunity for utilizing the talents and services 
of youth to meet needs and problems in both school and community.

Subject: Report of the Elementary Principal 
To: The Superintendent of Schools 


Again it is my pleasure to submit to you this report of the Elemen- 
tary grades, kindergarten through six. 


As of October 1, 1957 our Elementary School enrollment reached a 
total of 593 pupils. This represents an increase of 55 pupils over the 
enrollment of October 1st of 1956. Of this number, 465 pupils occupy 
the Clyde F. Brown School (or nine more than occupied this school last 
year on the same date). 128 pupils occupy four rooms in the Junior- 
Senior High School building (or 46 more than occupied three rooms in 
that building on the same date last year. More specifically, our present 
break-down is as follows: 


Kindergarten (both sessions) 97 pupils 
Grade 1 (three rooms) 104 pupils 
Grade 2 (three rooms) 79 pupils 
Grade 3 (three rooms) 85 pupils 
Grade 4 (three rooms) 100 pupils 
Grade 5 (two rooms—H.S. Bldg.) 68 pupils 
Grade 6 (two rooms—H’S. Bldg.) 60 pupils 

Total 593 pupils 


Looking forward to the school year 1958-59, our projected enroll- 
ment indicates the following minimum space requirements: Kinder- 
sarten, three first grades, three second grades, three third grades, three 
fourth Srades, three fifth grades, and two sixth grades for a total of 
eighteen rooms. Presently we are occupying seventeen rooms, thirteen 


e ite Clyde Brown School and four in the Junior-Senior High School 
uilding, 


Skaues five and six in the Junior-Senior High School building 
Operate on the time schedule of that building, whereas the other ele- 


mentary grades are on a time schedule designed for the elementary 
frades in their own building. 


th a is our feeling that every effort should be made to house all of 
uae ementary grades, kindergarten through six, under one roof again 
ss S00n as possible for purposes of unification and more effective admin- 
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istrative control. We are very grateful to Mr. Brown and the members 
of the elementary staff in the Junior-Senior High School building for 
the fine manner and high quality of leadership they have exercised in 
maintaining that split section of our elementary school. 


Again this year, in cooperation with the Millis Public Library, we 
have actively encouraged a summer reading program for the elementary 
schoo] children. An assembly was held in the spring and the children 
by means of attractive displays and simple dramatizations, summer 
reading for recreation and the developing of good reading habits, they 
were urged to freely and frequently visit their own town library. The 
results as were manifested at our fall assembly for the awarding of 
reading certificates were most gratifying. We are grateful to the local 
Library Trustees for their interest and cooperation and will continue 
to cooperate with them in future programs. 


Memorial Day exercises were again held out of doors around the 
flag pole with all classes participating. Visiting dignitaries included 
Reverend John Parsons, Reverend Dexter Rice, Dr. George Roy, and 
Commander Anthony Rosati of the American Legion. 


We were forced to curtail somewhat, our field trips this year due 
to bus scheduling difficulties. However, a limited number of classes were 
able to visit various places of interest. The remainder of the classes 
were given time in the spring for class picnics in the grove surround- 
ing the school. This activity was greatly enjoyed by the children and 
if busses cannot conveniently be arranged for field trips in the future, 
we hope to continue having class picnics in this or similar areas. 


In October, Stanford Achievement Tests were administered in 
grades two through six. The purpose of giving this test is purely 
diagnostic and does not in any way influence a child’s report card 
marks. 


Kuhlman-Finch I.Q. tests were administered in grades one, three, 
and five. Test scores are recorded on individual cumulative record 
folders which follow the child from grade to grade. 


The Savings Stamp program is continuing as it has for the past 
several years. Purchases average between fifty and seventy-five dollars 
per week of ten, twenty-five, and fifty cent denominations. Purchases 
last year totalled approximately $1500.00. 


For the second consecutive year the Rhinehart Functional Hand- 
writing System was used throughout the elementary grades. The quality 
of the handwriting under this system is of a very high order. Under 
this system, grades one and two are taught manuscript writing (print- 
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ing), grades three through six are taught cursive writing (long-hand)- 
Emphasis is placed upon letter size and formation, proper slant, and 
fluidity and smoothness of motion. 


Parent-teacher cooperation has continued at a very high level. 
Individual conferences were held in November during American Edu- 
cation Week. These conferences usually replace the issuance of the 
first formal report card. The response in this area was gratifyingly 
high and approximated at least 90% of the parents keeping their 
appointments. 


Parents and teachers alike have expressed complete satisfaction 
of such a cordial arrangement whereby both benefit by this method 
of exchanging ideas. The School Committee has granted that two after- 
noons of Education Week be given over to these conferences. The 
children are dismissed at noon on these days with the exception of the 
kindergarten which continues its normal daily function of both morning 
and afternoon sessions. 


In conclusion, may I take this opportunity to express my sincere 
thanks to Dr. Roy and the School Committee for their sustaining inter— 
est and cooperation throughout the school year. My thanks too, to the 
P.T.A. for the active part they have played throughout our school year- 
Their gift this year of a permanently installed amplifying system for 
our all-purpose room along with the School Department’s installation 


of new floodlights for the stage, gives us a truly complete all-purpose 
area. 


We have had, in my own humble opinion, a successful, happy, and 
fruitful school year. I offer a very special note of thanks to the school 
nurses, administrative personnel, and custodians who have so cheer- 
fully and generously assisted me in many ways throughout the school 
year. Above all, my humblest and sincerest thanks go to the members 
of the faculty for their ever-continuing cooperation, friendship, and 
Support without which our effectiveness would be grossly minimized. 


They have continued to make this administrative position a pleasant, 
interesting, and rewarding experience.

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REPORT OF GUIDANCE DIRECTOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools 
Millis, Massachusetts 
Dear Sir: 


Regular guidance activities were carried on during the school 
year. These included administration of standardized tests, class coun- 


_ seling and individual conferences with pupils and parents. The per- 


centage of Millis seniors continuing higher education continues high 
and a large majority of the graduating class was placed in schools and 
colleges. In addition to the above activities the “Guidance Newsletter” 
was issued quarterly and mimeographed literature prepared for junior 
high students outlining the high school course of study and administra- 
tion of the Kuder Interest Inventory. 


Emphasis this year was placed on college admission and oppor- 
tunities for scholarships and financial aid. The director's library con- 
cerning these is now fairly complete. Units in guidance are incorporated 
in the civics and problems of democracy courses so that all available 
information is placed at the use of the pupils. The director attended 
several guidance conferences. These are of great value and the practice 
should be continued. The services of the United States Employment 
Service were also granted to us for testing of seniors and placement 
in the labor field. 


However, due to problems and circumstances apparently beyond 
our immediate control I feel that our guidance program can be 
described only as “barely adequate.” Due to a heavy class and study 
period load there is not ample time available for pupil conferences 
and interviews, for group guidance, for testing or for conferences with 
representatives from the various schools and colleges visiting our school 
throughout the year. There is also a decided lack of physical facilities 
for such work. For the past two years the guidance program was 
successfully carried on in a separate room at the front of the building. 
This room was given up to a remedial reading program and the 
guidance program moved into the principal’s office. This office bears 
considerable traffic as is being also shared by the superintendent at 
times and therefore unavailable for guidance work. Standardized 
tests are now stored in an unlocked cabinet on a upstairs corridor, 
school and college literature in the study hall and the remainder on 
the director’s desk in the very busy office mentioned. 
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Therefore, I recommend that a suitable room be established for- 
guidance where interviewing and testing may be carried on and where 
all material may be stored thus being readily available to the director 


and pupils. 
That the class and study period load be lessened and that guidance 
classes be incorporated into the course schedule at all levels. 


I wish to thank you, Dr. Roy, the principal, Mr. Brown and the- 
entire faculty for the assistance and cooperation offered.

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REPORT OF ELEMENTARY AND GIRLS’ PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Physical Education is fundamental to all educational development 
and the need for it in the school program is becoming increasingly 
apparent. Indoor life is replacing many former outdoor activities as 
children are now spending more time watching TV or movies. World- 
wide physical fitness tests have indicated that the United States is far 
behind other countries in developing the physical health of the young- 
sters. Therefore, the physical education program in the schools must 
do all it can to overcome this deficiency. 


In the Millis Elementary grades the physical education program 
consists of a graded program of activities including athletic games, 
hunting games, rhythmical activities, mimetics, relay races, and stunts 
and tumbling. Such equipment as playground balls, footballs, softballs 
and bats, and jumpropes are used during class and recess periods. 


In the Junior-Senior High School the girls wear gym suits and take 
showers at the end of the gym periods. They engage in such activities 
as soccer, basketball, volleyball, badminton, stunts and tumbling, soft- 
ball, and calisthenics. It is hoped that tennis may be added next spring 
because of its carry-over value as a recreational activity in adult life. 


An inter-scholastic sports program is carried on for girls at the high 
school level. Besketball teams are formed which play several nearby 
towns during the winter. In the spring the girls compete with other 
towns in softball, and last spring won two of the three games played. 


Each year there are tryouts for the cheerleading squad which is 
another physical education activity. The eight cheerleaders and two 
substitutes put in much hard work practicing to perfect their cheers 
and create new ones. Their cheering at the fall pep rallies, football 
and basketball games helps to increase school spirit. For the last two 
years they have participated in a cheerleaders’ tournament. 


The success of the physical education program this year is due in 
great part to the cooperation of the parents, School Acministration and 


custodians, ‘Their continued support will help the children to derive 
many benefits from the program.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE

To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The following report highlights some of the major activities of the 
school year. 


This fall 657 children were given physical examinations by Dr. 
Zalvan, School Physician. Most of these youngsters were found to be 
in good health. Parents were notified if a child was in need of special 
corrective measures. 


Parents of elementary school children were again invited to be 
present when their child was examined. This enabled the doctor to 
discuss any questionable conditions which he found with the parent. 
For those whose problems are not too serious, oftentimes a suggestion 
regarding corrective procedure is all that is necessary. For conditions 
requiring definite attention the parent is referred to his family physi- 
cian or dentist. Ninety-one parents were present while 152 children 
were examined. If a parent also had children in the Junior-Senior 
High School the results of the physical examinations were discussed at 
this conference. While we appreciate the cooperation of the parents in 
this program we do realize that on occasions it is not possible to come 
in when requested. Some parents plan routine checks of their children 
at a pediatricians, and if this check is arranged to coincide with our 
fall physicals it is possible to call me and get a record card which the 
doctor will complete and return to me at school. 


Thirty Dental Clinics, sponsored by the Board of Health, were held 
during the year, at the elementary school. Two notices are sent home: 
one on which the parents indicate whether or not they want a dental 
survey done on the child, and a second giving the results of the X-ray 
and oral examination. The dental work is done on those children whose 
parents request it. While many children are receiving adequate care 
another group is receiving almost none. The need for dental care is still 
one of our major health problems among the school children. 


Dr. Brown, School Dentist, X-rayed 159 children: 102 received 
dental care. The following dental work was completed: 89 restorations 
and 29 extractions of temporary teeth; 260 restorations of permanent 
teeth, (of which 19 were porcelain); 10 extractions of permanent teeth. 
One hundred children had their teeth cleaned. 


Vision and hearing testing is done each year at school. Parents are 
notified if a child fails to pass. The fact that a child passes the vision 
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and hearing tests does not mean a clear slate for any length of time, 
since progression or recurrence of an old condition, an aecident or ill- 
ness, can change the results rather rapidly. Even if you have not re- 
ceived a notice from school, a check with a qualified person is indicated 
if your child has symptoms of eye or ear difficulty. 


The Millis Visiting Nurse Association and the Millis Board of 
Health, in cooperation with the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health, held four polio clinics in March and one in June in order to 
complete protective doses for the children from 1-19 years of age. 
Twenty-two received first doses, 18 received second doses, and 850 re- 
ceived the booster dose. While this represents protection for a goodly 
portion of our youngsters, there are still far too many who have no 
received their vaccine. , 


In the spring the Millis Visiting Nurse Association and the Board 
of Health held the annual immunization clinics to protect the children 
from Diptheria, Whooping Cough and Tetanus. Fifteen children com- 
pleted the series of three injections: 87 received booster doses. 


Today our children are seldom ill with Diphtheria or Whooping 
Cough and our hopes are high that polio will soon be added to this list. 
However, our population will only remain free of these terrible diseases 
if parents continue to protect their children by routine injections of 
vaccine and antigens in order to maintain a level of immunity within 
the system. 


In May two pre-school registration days were held: 75 children 
were examined for admission to Kindergarten and Grade 1. At this 
registration the child is given a physical examination and corrective 
measures are advised when necessary. This registration day also gives 
the mother and child a chance to meet the teacher, doctor and nurse 
at the school, at a time set apart for them. Questions regarding school 


rules and regulations or special needs of the child can be discussed and 
clarified at this time. 


if you prefer to have your pediatrician for the pre-school exami- 
nation, you may obtain the physical record form from me and return it 
to me at school so we can complete our records of incoming pupils. 


This fall the Norfolk County Hospital decided to omit the X-ray 
program for th 
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so late we do not have the figures in for this report. This program is 
approved by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. It is 
sponsored by the Norfolk County Health Association (supported by 
your purchase of Christmas Seals). We hope to continue this testing 
program yearly. 


The written permission of the parent is necessary for almost all 
of our health programs. Each parent has the privilege of accepting or 
rejecting any they wish. However, just as it is your privilege to accept 
or reject, it is also your right to see the notices, and the only assurance 
we do have that you did see them is for you to return them to us with 
your preference indicated. 


I know this can prove to be a chore at times, but it does enable us to 
be certain that all who want to be part of a program are included. 


In November, the Board of Health made Asiatic Influenza Vaccine 
available to the town personnel. Forty-six members of the School De- 
partment received these inoculations. 


The Millis School Department is still active in the Greater 
Framingham Mental Health Association. Several teachers and towns- 
people are on the Board of Directors, others are serving on special 
committees. At present, the teachers are using the consultation service 
to help them with certain youngsters; other members of the faculty are 
taking a fifteen week course on Mental Health. The material is being 
presented in the hope it will help us better understand ourselves and 
those whom we contact at school and in community activities. 


In November, the Greater Framingham Mental Health Association 
became sponsors of the Big Brother-Big Sister Association of Greater 
Framingham, This worthwhile unit will soon be offering the child who 
is in need of an adult associate the chance to have one, chosen to meet 
his or her particular need. To those of you who have good family units, 
this may not seem too necessary, especially in a small community, but 
those of us who are in a position to work with these youngsters, the 
need is great. None of us can feel too secure in our own home and 
community units as long as any of our youngsters are unable to cope 
with the situations confronting them. If any of you are interested in 
this program, I would be glad to give you more information regarding it. 


The months when school is in Session aré busy ones. The first 
aid, health examinations, eye and ear testing and other clinics, make it 
so. However, the nursing work does not end with the closing of the 
school doors, as many parents are still in need of help and guidance in 
order to adequately get their children under care. This help is still 
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available to you during the summer since your Visiting Nurse is also 
‘your school nurse, thus making the continuing service possible. 


I count it a privilege to have been able to work with the various 
members of the School Department, the parents and the special clubs 
and organizations who have been so helpful to Dr. Zalvan and me 
during the year. Thank you so much for your cooperation and for the 
pleasure afforded me in working with your youngsters. 


May we all, working together, help them to become healthier, 
happier citizens in an ever changing world.

REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The ultimate objective of our school health services is to maintain. 
protect, and promote the optimal health—physical, mental, emotional, 
and social—of the school-age child. Periodic and intensive health super- 
vision of the pre-schoo] child affords a golden opportunity for the 
early detection and correction of adverse health conditions in their 
incipiency. Health services for the adolescent are of vital importance, 
for adolescence is a critical period of rapid growth and development. 
The health of the individual in each phase of his growth and develop- 


ment depends to a considerable extent on his health status during the 
preceding age group. 


School health examinations include periodic health appraisals, 
Screening, and continuous observation by the teacher with referrals 
fo nurse and physician. All of these have definite purposes: 


1. To determine the health status of pupils. 

2. To advise pupils and parents concerning these findings. 

3. To encourage correction of remediable defects. 

4. To assist in the identification and rehabilitation of handicapped 
children, « 

D. 


To help prevent and control disease. 
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6. To provide emergency service for injury or sudden sickness. 


The first three goals are accomplished by the periodic health 
examinations of the students. We make annual appraisals of the adoles- 
cents (junior and senior high school students), and alternate grades in 
the elementary school. The parents are informed of these examinations 
and invited to be present for consultations regarding defects and ways 
of remedying them. 


The fourth and fifth aims are fulfilled by the periodic examinations, 
the continual vigilance of the teachers, and the screening tests arranged 
by our school nurse, Miss Myrtle Coldwell. Among the screening exam- 
inations are the hearing and vision tests; this year, too, tuberculin 
testing is being done for one elementary and one high school class to be 
followed by X-rays if indicated; periodic height and weight determina- 
tions are useful to discover problems in nourishment and growth and 
development. 


The sixth service is taken care of by the school nurse. Referrals 
are made to the school physician when necessary. Always, these cases 
are referred back to the family physician for follow-up care. We con- 
sider the family physician an integral and important part of the school 
health team and we are always anxious to cooperate with him. At this 
point, too, it is interesting to note that a very large percentage of parents 
have availed themselves of the insurance offered by the school depart- 
ment, at a very low fee, to cover medical expenses of students injured 
during school periods. 


It was with all this in mind that we formulated our school health 
services this year. We examined 657 students of whom 250 apparently 
had no adverse health conditions. The usual defects were again most 
commonly found in the throat, teeth, feet, and posture. Almost 100 
parents attended these conferences for discussion of children’s health 
conditions and possible remedies of defects. Some children were re- 
ferred to crippled children’s and mental health clinics for rehabilitation. 
Contagious disease at the schools was well controlled, although the 
“flu” did, for a while, decimate the student enrollment. 


The Millis Board of Health again sponsored preventive medicine. 
Toxoid clinics were held and about 100 children were either immunized, 
or given booster injections, against diphtheria, whooping cough, and 
lockjaw. The polio clinics initiated last year were also completed with 
the third injection; at this time we are pleased to note that this dread 
disease has been almost, but not entirely eradicated; we must continue 
anti-polio injections. All town employees, including school personnel, 
were inoculated against the Asian Flu virus. 
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To maintain the health of the nation as a whole, it is imperative 
to insure better health for the school-age child and to prevent many 
avoidable physical and mental health problems. At this time, we give 
our sincere thanks to our nurse, Miss Myrtle Coldwell, her assistant, 
Mrs. Robert Brodeur, to the parents, to the faculty, to the School Com- 
mittee, and to the Board of Health whose cooperation and assistance 


makes our work and progress possible.

REPORT OF SCHOOL DENTIST 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


A very successful series of Dental Clinics was held this year for 
the period extending from September 1956 to June 1957. 


After complete X-ray and oral examinations, notices were sent 
home stating the corrective treatment needed, and many parents elected 
to have the work done at the school Clinics. Thirty clinics in all were 
held under the sponsorship of the Millis Board of Health. 


Treatment completed in the Clinics consisted of: 240 fillings in 
permanent teeth; 89 fillings in temporary teeth; 19 porcelain fillings; 
100 cleanings; 10 extractions of permanent teeth and 29 extractions of 
temporary teeth. 


This series of Clinics is of great value in the School Health Program, 
but it must be emphasized that the teeth of school children need check- 


oe two or three times a year. We can only check them once during the 
ar. 


x Fat those who may be concerned about the possible effects of 

“ray radiation—we keep alleexposures at an absolute minimum and 
also cover each child with a leaded rubber apron. This is an extremely 
effective shield against extra or stray radiation. 
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I wish to extend my thanks to Miss Coldwell, the Board of Health 
and the school authorities for their assistance and cooperation during 
the past year.

HOME ECONOMICS REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Home Economics is the art of homemaking. It is a vital part of 
education in that it develops within the child the importance of the 
home in the community. 


The first half of the school year will be devoted to the principles of 
basic clothing construction. Our first project was in hand and simple 
machine sewing. 


The sixth grade girls are now prepared to construct a gathered 
skirt. At the same time, they will become acquainted with commercial 
patterns. 


The seventh and eighth grade girls are now carrying on clothing 
projects in woolen tweeds and plaids. Many of the girls are making 
one and two piece dresses, while others are making skirts (sheath, 
flared and circular) bermuda shorts, pajamas and blazers. 


The course provides an insight into the value of personal appear- 
ance, with concentration on fabric selection, color combinations, prin- 
ciples of design, wardrobe planning and care of clothing. 


The second half of the year a course in Foods and Nutrition will 
be given. 


Our goal will be to instill in the child the importance of family 
health. This will enable the child to become acquainted with the prin- 
ciples of food selection and preparation. 
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We are too limited in work space for an intense foods program 
to operate. It is hoped that, in the future, Millis will have access to a 


larger working area so that a complete course can be given.

Through 
the cooperative faculty there are approximately eight children who aid 
the women in the kitchens. 


Menus are planned to meet the needs of the child in a type A meal, 
especially as regards protein and the vegetable or fruit requirements. 
Menu items are ones that the students will enjoy and, at the same time, 
that the Cafeteria personnel can handle and serve attractively.

REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR

To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Music, like art, finds its reason for being (and its reason for being 
ina school curriculum) in that part of human nature which seeks for 
something more than a food-clothing-and-shelter kind of existence. 
Music helps to provide only a few with the basic necessities of life, but 
it can provide everyone with a means of self-expression and a source of 
enrichment. It does, in a sense, “gild the lily”, but it is the kind of 


eens that makes the difference between human life and mere animal 
xistence. 
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If, in school, a child has been given the opportunity to (1) share 
in the expression of music, (2) become familiar with the techniques 
and language of music, and (3) know how to understand the music he 
hears, his life will, to some extent at least, have the kind of enrichment 
I am describing. Furthermore, if these experiences in music are well- 
directed ones he will have the kind of knowledge and background which 
will enable him to make intelligent value-judgments about music. He 
will know how to choose the good from the bad, whether it be in the 
field of popular, jazz, folk-song, or classical. 


It is with this kind of goal that the music program at Millis has 
been set-up. While the emphasis is greater on sharing in music ex- 
pression (through singing) than on techniques or appreciation, all three 
areas are being integrated in the program—especially from the fourth 
grade up. 


Because the fourth, fifth, and sixth grades are the ideal time to 
learn music reading, part-singing, and other basic techniques, the pro- 
gram is being re-adjusted to give a little more time to those grades than 
to the lower ones. With the help of the classroom teachers the lower 
grades (1, 2, and 3) now come close to the minimum standard of 100 
minutes per week set up by the State Conference of Music Educators, 
but as yet the intermediate grades do not fully meet this standard. 


The junior high meets once a week for vocal music, as does the 
senior high chorus (about 30 members) and the girl’s choir (about 20 
members). The latter two groups will be performing for the PTA in 
January and again for graduation. With emphasis on good performance 
through good tone, accurate rhythm and pitch, and sensitive expression 
of carefully chosen music it is hoped that these groups will reach a 
level of which we all can be proud.

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REPORT OF ART SUPERVISOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Art is a utilitarian subject besides being an aesthetic one. Children 
are given through art a chance to express themselves through many 
types of media while adding pleasure and enrichment to their everyday 
world. 


If one were to start in the kindergarten and progress in sequence 
from grade one through grade six—or for that matter, grade twelve— 
the stages of artistic development, or rather, the stages of self-expres- 
sion, would be evident at once. 


The first stage of self-expression we encounter in the public schools 
is usually the “scribble” stage. Here the child is struggling to clarify 
his ideas and his mental images—and develop motor coordination. 


He starts with crayons. He must learn how to hold them; how to 
make thin lines; how to use a crayon flat on its side for big areas. 
Gradually he gains in manipulatory skill and grows to feel at home with 
his crayons—first, the great big ones; next, the smaller ones. While he 
may use them with satisfaction for years he is soon ready also to 
explore and experiment in other areas. One of these areas is, of course, 
our water base poster paints; another, requiring an entirely different 
technique, water colors; still another area is three dimensional work, 
ranging from various constructions and work with cut or torn paper 
to clay modeling to papier mache. One by one, gradually he acquires 
proficiency in each area. 


Lettering is a problem he must master. Each year the Millis school 
children of grades four, five, and six, and some of the seventh and 
eighth graders, participate in the Poppy Poster Contest sponsored by the 
Legion. This poses a double challenge. They must not only originate 
an idea for the pictorial part of the poster but must compose a suitable 
slogan—and letter their slogan, Last year I introduced what I felt 
should be a basic alphabet. One bold enough for poster work yet simple 
enough for the youngsters to master. I feel each child should be able 
to do his own letters—whether printed or cut out—not trace from a 
provided pattern. Poster lettering is usually a major consideration for 
the student; often he is at a loss to know how to start. Lettering which 
might be proper elsewhere is not always effective for posters. And 
Hilt children wind up with such a conglomeration of capital and small 
etters intermingled that an otherwise fine poster is spoiled. Somehow 


i 
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on a poster they seem to forget all their everyday usage of capital and 


lower case letters. 


I feel the contrast between last year’s posters and those of the year 
before certainly warrants the continued use of this basic alphabet for 
our poster work. It is a flexible alphabet and the student can make 
changes of his own within the alphabet if he wishes to. It is that 
flexible. And it does not prevent him from using other letter styles once 
he has mastered this alphabet. Rather, I believe it adds to his under- 
standing of any letter style or alphabet. 


Last year also I restricted the media for the posters to poster paints 
or cut paper, with gratifying results. These media seem to be more in 
keeping with the basic feeling of a poster—that of clear-cut simplicity. 


Two of our children won prizes in the county finals last year. 


The teachers as a whole do a wonderful job with art themselves, 
correlating work in areas it would be impossible for me to cover, not 
being with the class daily. It is important for the teacher also to feel an 
obligation for the art experiences of his or her class, as no supervisor 
can hope to carry on a really full program by himself with any class. 
Time just doesn’t allow it.
